HONOLULU, Feb. 29,—Mrs. 
Kethieen Hope, wife of a United 
States naval enlisted man, was as- 
saulted in her home here Saturday 
night by a man she thought was 
a Japanese. 

The attack, the. second on the 
wife‘of a naval man ine recent 
months, again created a tense sit- 


uation ‘here. 

Mrs. Hope, wife of John H. 
Hope, machinist on the submarine 
S-28 now on the way to San Diego, 
reported her assailant entered her 
home with a pistol, bound her to 
a bed with. stockings, gagged her, 
assaulted her and then calmly 
helped himself to’ cigars on a table. 
He threatened to return and “get 
her’ if she reported the crime to 
police. Mrs. Hope caught a glimpse 
of her assailant’s face when his 
mask slipped off. 

Threatens Another Woman.

The attack brought renewal of 
charges that local authorities could 
not cope with the situation and a 
plea that the Federal Government 
intervene: The charges were made 
by Mrs. Harry Kluegel, president 
of the Citizens’ Organization for 
Good Government, who termed the 
series of reform bills passed py the 
recent special legislative session ‘a 
sop to.an aroused public.”’ 

Naval Patrol Aids Police.

SOLD BY BRITONS 
FOR BANK NOTES 


Watches, Dental Fillings, 
Chains and Jewelry of All 
Kinds Disposed Of.

LONDON, Feb. 29.—In thé last 
few days of England's “gold rush” 
£50,000,000 worth of gold (about 
$194,000,000) in various forms has 
been sold for bank notes in a wide- 
spread movement to increase the 
country’s gold reserve. 

In some quarters this movement 
by all classes of the British people 
was regarded as an important 
factor in the recent appreciation in 
value of the pound sterling. * 

Gold objects bring *igh prices 
and when melted down the gold is 
shipped abroad, improving the 
pound in foreign countries. Watch- 
es, dental fillings, chains, old jew- 
elry and ornaments o1 all sorts 
have been bought up by jewelers 
and exchange brokers. Today an 
old man took to a jeweler a large 
gold salver which he had beaten 
almost past recognition to efface a 
testimonial inscription by ~hich it 
might have been identified. 

The situation here is similar to 
that in France when in 1926 the 
Government dec:dec to stabilize the 
franc at its present level and of- 
fered attractive prices for gold and 
silver to bring those metals back 
into circulation.

The fighting shifted back to 
Chapei after Kiangwan, that stub- 
bornly defended little village half 
way between Shanghai and Woo- 
sung, had been deserted “unday by 
the Chinese because of the accu- 
mulated dead there, they said. 

After hard fighting throughout 
the day, at Chapel, the Japanese, 
aided by the guns on the warships 
in the river, claimed they had 
smushed the Chinese defenses, cap- 
tured a cemetery west of Hong- 
kew Park and occupied positions 
near the American-owned Southern 
Baptist Mission Hospital. 

The Japanese began entrenching 
themselves in their new positions 
tonight as the fighting lulled. The 
Japanese said they had lost two 
killed and nine cere during the 
day. 

A barrage by field guns in Hong- 
kew Park was the signal for a 
Japanese surprise attack: Under 
the protection of artillery, their en- 
gineers bridged Hongkew Creek 
and then, ied by two armored cars 
and two tanks, the bluejackets at- 
tacked the Chinese front line forces 
with hand grenades. A further ad- 
vance was balked, however, by 
stubborn resistance of the Chinese 
secondary defenses. The Japanese 
threw shrapnel! on the Chinese as 
they quit the first lines, but the 
Chinese swept the barbed wire en- 
tanglements with machine gun and 

fle fire, which impeded the Japa- 

ese drive. 

While the bluejackets slowly 
pushed their line forward, Japan 
airplanes bombed the Chinese po- 
sitions in the rear in an effort, to 
destroy gun emplacements. Bombs 
were. dropped along the Shanghai-

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—It is 
now ‘definitely established that the 
United States Government is com- 
pletely opposed to any plan for an 
economic boycott against Japan 
and that the major European Pow- 
ers tend to agree with this stand. 

The enormous hazards to peace 
of such a move, plus the reaction 
on the domestic industries draw- 
ing raw materials from the coun- 
try being boycotted, are regarded 
here as sufficient to outweigh the 
benefits obtainable. The stand of 
the larger foreign countries has 
been reported by American observ- 
ers abroad, who indicate the boy- 
cott sentiment largely is limited to 
the smaller nations, which would 
not be so directly involved in the 
consequences. 

State Department officials 
watched with interest today’ the 
reports of negotiations toward the 
cessation of hostilities around 
Shanghai. They had anticipated 
something of the sort, their judg- 
ment made up on reports showing 
sentiment in Japan and China, both 
in the fighting zone and in the 
commercial centers. 

The definite rejection of the boy- 
cott idea limits the American stand 
‘to employment of moral force and 
world sentiment to discourage vio- 
lation of treaties. 

President Hoover is represented 
as feeling that this means—em- 
bodied in the outspoken American 
declaration that no signs Japan 
might make through its military 
operations in Chinese territory 
would be recognized by this coun- 
try—is more powerful’ than any 
embargo. 

A three-point plan for United 
States action in the Far Eastern 
crisis was urged on President Hoo- 
ver yesterday by the Board of Tem- 
perance and Social Service of the 
Methodist Episcopal Church, South, 

A letter addressed to the Presi- 
dent and signed by Bishop James 
Cannon Jr. and Eugene L. Craw- 
ford, respectively chairman and 
secretary of the board, said: 

“We appeal to our Government

“1. To demand immediate cessa- 
tion of hostilities by both China 
and Japan. 

“2. To require an agreement by 
both China and Japan to submit 
their differences to arbitration by 
whatever agency may be agreed 
upon by the representatives of the 
Governments signatory to the nine- 
Power treaty. 

“3. In the eyent of refusal by 
either China or Japan to cease hos- 
tilities and to submit to arbitra- 
tion, to unite in declaring an im-’ 
mediate embargo on arms and mu- 
nitions and an immediate economic 
boycott against the nation refusing 
to do so. 

“We believe that such prompt 
action by our Government’ would be 
‘approved by our_ people, would 
meet our responsibility as one of 
the nations signatory to the nine- 
Power treaty, and would be effec- 
tive in putting an-end to the pres- 
ent horrible conditions which are 
not only destroying property and 
lives in China but which are im- 
periling the peace of the world.”

Discussion Aboard Battleship at 
Shanghai.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 29.—Repre- 
sentatives of Japan and China 
talked about possible peace aboard 
the British ‘flagship here today 
while the fighting went on. At 
the conference, called “through 
the efforts of Vice Admiral Sir 
Howard Kelly, British fleet com- 
mander, were Vice Admiral Kichi- 
saburo Nomura and Rear Admiral 
Yosuke Matsuoko, representung 
Japan.

Shanghai and the 
policies of the evacuated zone 
would be discussed at a round table 
conference of all interested parties, 
including foreigners. 

Although the Chinese were re- 
ported to have refused the Japa- 
nese demand that they withdraw 
12% miles from Shanghai and per- 
manently destroy the forts at Woo- 
sung and Paoshan as conditions of 
peace, it was reported tonight that 
the conferees planned to meet 
again soon, and that ’Sir Miles W. 
Lampson, British Minister to China, 
would sit in. The Chinese, how-

Mayor Wu of Shanghai Says 
This Would Mean Reign of 
Terror in Yangtze Valley.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 29.—Japanese 
Consul-General Kuramatsu Murai 
officially notified Muyor Wu Teh- 
chen of Shanghai today that, un- 
less the Chinese ceas-d bringing in 
military reinforcements, the Jap- 
anese army was prepared to begin 
an attack on Shanghai and the 
Chinese hinterland to the westward 
“on a scale not even approached 
by the hostilities thus far.” 

Following receipt of Murai’s let- 
ter, which they said they consid- 
ered in the nature of an ultimatum, 
officials of Mayor Wu’s office said 
the Chinese had not yet replied, 
but that the action would “result 
in a reign of terror” throughout 
the area concerned. 

The Japanese Consul-General 
said in the letter tha. “in self-de- 
fense,” the Japanese would be 
forced to destroy the Shanghai- 
Nanking Railway as far west as 
Soochow, 50 miles away, and the 
Shanghai-Hangchow Railway as 
far as Kashing, 50 miles to the 
southwest. The offensive would 
begin, he said, on March 2, unless 
Chinese troop movements ceased 
by that date. 

Observers here said today they 
expected the notice meant that the 
Japanese would begin extensive 
bombing operations along the rail- 
way lines. 

The threatened action against 
the area of these railways endan- 
gers -.iany hundreds of square 
miles of the richest area in the 
lower Yangtze Valley and one of 
the most densely populated areas 
in all China. Many millions of 
people live in the territory, in 
which Soochow, on the Shanghai- 
Nanking Railway, is the most im- 
portant city. 

Many foreigners, including more 
than 100 Americans, normally ‘ive 
in the area, although part of them 
have left as a result of the hos- 
tilities here. A few Americans still 
are understood to be living in 
smaller towns between here and 
Soochow, in spite of the efforts of 
Consular officials to get them to 
leave. 

The country’s best rice fields are 
along the Shanghai-Nanking line 
and fine mulberry plantations ex- 
tend virtually all the way from 
Shanghai to Soochow.

Training and Special Ser- 
vice Squadrons Ordered 
for First Time to Man- 
euvers Off West Coast.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—Orders 
have been issued by the Navy De- 
partment which will place virtually 
the entire United States navy in the 
Pacific Ocean. 

The orders by the Navy Depart- 
ment will place 199 Américan war 
vessels west of the Panama Canal. 
The categories follow: 12 battle- 
ships, 17 cruisers, 33 submarines, 
81 destroyers, three aircraft car- 
riers and 53 auxiliary vessels. 

The training squadron of the 
scouting force and the special serv- 
ice squadron have been ordered to 
proceed to the Pacific and partici- 
pate for the first time fm naval 
maneuvers. 

‘The training squadron consists of 
the battleship Arkansas and six de- 
stroyers, while the special service 
squadron consists of the light ecrui- 
ser Memphis and the destroyers 
Wickes and Philip. , 

Vessels Still in Atlantic. 

The order leaves only the follow- 
ing vessels in the Atlantic: 

The battleship Wyoming (now a 
training vessel) and eight ships of 
the fleet base force at Guantanamo; 
nine submarines at New London, 
Conn.; 60 vessels of the mine 
sweeper and tug type. distributed 
among the naval districts, and the 
three battleships, New Mexico, Mis- 
sissippi and Idaho, undergoing 
“modernization.” The New Mexico 
is at the Philadelphia Navy Yard; 
the Mississippi and Idaho are at 
Norfolk, Va. 

It was said at the Navy Depart- 
ment that the movement Of the two 
squadrons to the Pacific would 
place the largest number of fighting 
vessels in that ocean since 1919. 
The two squadrons were ordered 
to report to Vice Admiral Arthur 
L. Willard, commander of the 
scouting force in the San Pedro- 
San Diego area. 

An official explanation by the 
Navy Department of the move said 
the ships Would join the “black” 
force in the naval maneuvers in an 
attempt to resist the effort of the 
“blue” force to seize a foothold on 
the Pacific coast. 

Force to Leave Hawaii. 
The “blue” force, consisting of | 
units of the battle force récently 
engaged in joint exercises with the 
army of Hawaii, will sail from Ha- 
waiian waters about March §& for 
its mission under command of Ad- 
miral Richard H. Leigh.

Several years ago in a_ public 
statement, Gen. Tsai said: 

“These aré my enemies: Com- 
munists, Chinese militarists, and 
Japanese imperialists.” 

Gen, Tsai has battled commu- 


nists and won; he has met Chinese 
militarists and won; today at 
Shanghai he is facing the Japanese 
army and predicts that he will win 
again—‘in principle.” 

The young General was born in 
1893 in the Proyince of Kwang- 
tung.in Southern China and de- 
cided early to become a soldier. 
After attending elementary middle 
schools he became a student at 
Wuchow Military Academy. He 
was the son of an obscure scholar 
and his early home influence has 
left an indelible stamp upon him. | 

There is nothing hard boiled or 
coarse about thig ‘‘war lord.” He is 
mild mannered, soft-spoken, even 
almost shy, with delicate features 
and fine hands. He has no politi- 
cal ambitions, and has turned 
down all offers of political honors 
with the remark: “T don’t w'th to 
take advantage of military success 
to gain a job for which I am not 
fitted.” 

Fond of poetry, he alwaye has a 
volume or two on his person which 
he reads bet-veen battles. Poetry, 
he thinks, is good for soldiers. 

Six Worst Offenses. 

Nevertheless, Gen. Tsai is not 
lacking in firmness and he visits 
a swift and severe punishment on 
those of his soldiers who a: + guilty 
of infractions of the rules he has 
laid down. Six offenses are pun- 
ishable by death in Gen. ‘ Tsai’s 
army in time of war. They are 
looting, starting rumors designed 
to disrupt morale, endangering the 
lives and property of foreigners, 
gambling, cowardice and laxity in 
the performance of duty. 

Gen, Tsai is temperate and de- 
mands temperance of his men.

He was promoted to the 
rank of commander. 

His Campaigns at Home. 

For the next 17 years, up to the 
beginning of the presént hostilities 
here, he was engaged almost con- 
stantly by the Central Government 
in keeping bandits, Communists 
and war lords under control, His 
campaigns have carried him to ail 
corners of China. In 1926 he led 
the Cantonese advance into Honan 
Province against the army of Wu 
Pei-fu, and when he occupied Han- 
kow later the command of the tenth 
division was given him.” Gen. Tsai 
followed thé Central Government 
to Nanking. 

The task of suppressing the Com- 
munistic regime at Canton in the 
winter of 1927 proved child's play 
to Gen, Tsai, who was in complete 
contro! of the city three days after 
he launched his campaign. For this 
he was made vice commander gen- 
eral of the third division of Na+« 
tionalistic troops. 

In 1929 he turned southward and 
defended the Kwangtung Province 
borders against bandits from 
Kiangsi. The National army was 
then reorganized and he was made 
commander-general of the sixtieth 
division and vice commander of the 
ninetéenth ‘army, titles he now 
holds. Since then he has added to 
his record by a tafwpaign in Chin- 
anfu against the Northern Govern- 
ment and suppression of bandit ac- 
tivities in Shingkao. Last year the 
nineteenth army was garrisoned 
along the Shanghai-Nanking rail- 


road,

EVERYBODY, COOLIDGE SAYS 


Time Has Come for People to Take 


Charge of Own Affairs, Ex- 
President Thinks, 
By the Associated Press. - 

CHICAGO, Feb. 29.—Former 
President Calvin Coolidge advised 
his countrymen today to put their 
hoarded money in a good bank or 
in Treasury certificates if they 
would “assist the Government, im- 
prove credit, encourage business 
and provide work.” 

In a statement released by the 
Citizens’ Reconstruction Organiza- 
tion, the former P-esident asserted 
“the time has come for the people 
to take charge of their own af- 
fairs.” If they would not save 
themselves, he said, “no one can 
save them.” 

Coolidge’s statement follows: 

“Everybody at this time should 
keep on hand only what money is 
actually needed. All other money 
should be put to work, It can be 
deposited in a sound bank. It can 
be used to purchase the new Treas- 
ury certificates which will be sold 
by banks and will pay 2 per cent 
interest. 

“Everyone who is holding money 
is doing the wrong thing. It in- 
jures the holder and everybody 
else.” 


SUPREME COURT UPHOLDS CUT 
UNDER FIXED UTILITY RATE 


Montana Public Service Commis- 
Sion Is Prohibited from Pre- 
venting Reduction, 

By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Feb. 29.—The 
order by which the lower court 
prohibited the Public Service Com- 
mission of Montana from prevent- 
ing the Great Northern Utilities 
Co. from charging rates lower than 
those prescribed by the commis- 
sion was affirmed by the Supreme 
Court today. 

Chief Justice Hughes announced 
that this was done without preju- 
dice to the consideration and de- 
termination by the Federal District 
Court of all questions of law and 
fact, including the question of the 
reasonableness in the circum- 
stances. . 

The Montana Public Service 
Commission had ordered the Great 
Northern Utilities Co. to raise rates 
on-gas at Shelby. The Great 
Northern said there was business 
for only one company in Shelby 
and that for self-preservation it 
should be allowed to lower its 
rates. 

A three-Judge 


Federal Court 
gave the company an_ injunction 
restraining the commission from 
enforcing its order and the Public 
Service Commission appealed.

$2,800,000; St. Louis-San Francisco,

The commission later approved 
a loan of $1,418,760 for the Central 
of Georgia Railway Co.; one of

$6,336,000 of short-term netes and 
taxes and other indebtedness, 
The Denver & Rio Grande West- 
ern says it needs $4,000,000. This 
would be used to pay loans and 
meet current requirements. The 
road has $661,600 of fixed interest 
charges due on April 1 and with 
other current requirements needs a 
total of $750,006 at that time. 
There also is a loan of $1,500,000 
payable to the Chase National 
Bank on April 1.

_ ASKING FOR STRENGTHENING 
~_- OF JUDICIAL PROCEDURE 


Urges Lessening of 


Delay in Handling 


Appeals and Waiver of Indictments to 
Speed: Action. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 29. 
The text of President Hoover's 
message to Congress recom mending 
the strengthening of the procedure 
of the judicial system follows: 


“To the Senate and House of 
Representatives: 

“On previous. occasions I have 
called the attention of the Con- 
gress to the necessity of strength- 
ening and making certain changes 
in our judicial and law-enforce- 
ment machinery. Since then sub- 
Stantial progress has been made 
both through improved methods of 
administration and additional leg- 
islation. However, there is room 
for further improvement. 

“With this in mind, in my annual 
message on the state of the Union, 
I stated that I would address the 
Congress at a later date on impor- 
tant matters of reform in organi- 
zation and procedure of criminal 
law enforcement and the practices 
of the Federal courts. 

“The subjects are” of highly 
technical character. They have 
been exhaustively examined by the 
Department of Justice and the 
Commission on Law Enforcement, 
and recommendations have been 
made over many years by various 
bar associations of the country. 


Congestion in the Courts. 


“Improvement has been shown 
during the past three years through 
steps taken ywnder direction of the 
Attorney-General in more efficient 
organization of enforcement 
agencies through congressional 
action in concentration of the re- 
sponsibilities in the Department of 
Justice and through the prison re- 
form laws passed by the Congress. 
Yet despite every effort there is 
still undue congestion in the courts 
in a number of districts. 

“The following statistics indicate 
this congestion as well as the prozg- 
ress made: 3 

“In private litigation in the Fed- 
eral courts in the last five years 
there has been no large increase 
in the number of cases commenced, 
but the courts have not been able 
to reduce the nuniber of such cases 
pending and awaiting trial. 

“The number of Government civ- 
il cases begun in 1928 was 20.695. 
increasing each year until in 1931 
the total was 25,332. Cases term- 
inated during this period show that 
the judicial department has kept 
pace with the increase but has been 
unable to reduce the congestion. 

“The number of bankruptcy cases 
begun has increased from 53,000 in 
1928 to 65,000 in 1931, with a 
steady increase in the number of 
cases undisposed of at the end of 
each year. 


Convictions '™ncrease. 


“Criminal cases commenced have 
increased from 1928 to 1931, but 
the number pending shows a de- 
crease from 30,400 at the end of 
1928 to 27,900 at the end of 1931. 
In 1931 alone 4000 more criminal 
cases were disposed of than com- 
menced, showing a definite gain in 
this field. There has also been a 
steady improvement in the quality 
of the work of the prosecuting 
agencies. Despite an increase in 
the volume of criminal cases be- 
gun, there has been a steady re- 
duction in the number left pending 
each year. 

“The results attained show a 
greater percentage of convictions 
and a lower ratio of dismissals and 
acquittals. In 1928, 78.3 per cent 
of criminal cases terminated were 
by verdict and plea of guilty. while 
in 1931 this ratio had increased to 
$4.2 per cent. In 1928, 21.7 per 


icent of criminal cases were term- 


inated by dismissal or acquittal. 
while in 1931 this figure had fallen 
15.8 per cent. 
~~ a results of the more effec- 
tive work of the Federal agencies 
for enforcement of criminal laws 
are evidenced by increase of pris- 
oners. The number of Federal con- 
victs in prison institutions and on 
parole increased from 19,110 at the 
end of 1928 to 27,871 on June 30, 
1931. During the same period the

delays of the law and to their abil- 
ity to avoid conviction and to €2- 
lay penaltie¢s by misuse of the pro- 
cedure and provisions of the law 
intended to assure fair trial.

“The present procedure in crim- 
inal appeals to the United States 
Circuit Court of Appeals and the 
procedure in the United States 
District Courts, in preparation for

necessary expense. With the grant- 
ing’ of bail and the stay of execu- 
tion of the sentence, the conviccied 
person loses all incentive to ex- 
pedite his appeal.’ 

“No small part of the general 
criticism of the delay in criminal 
cases rises from the delays in the 


preparation and hearing of appeals. 


after verdicts of guilty, and a re- 
form in those particulars would be 
a long step in advance. 


“Respect for the law and the 
effect of convictions as a deterrent 
to crime are diminished if convict- 
ed persons are observed by their 
fellow citizens to be at large for 
long periods pending appeal. AH

ON COMMUNISM 


President Svinhufd Puts 
City in State of Defense

Stopped and Searched. 


By the Associated Press, 
HELSINGFORS, Finland, Feb. 
29.—Fighting broke out 25 miles 
fronr Helsingfors this afternoon be- 
tween Government troops and sev- 
eral thousand Fascists marching on 
the capital. President Pehr Edwin 
Svinhufvud tonight decreed an 
emergency safety law giving him 
extreme military powers to meet 
the rebellion of Finnish Fascists. 
The Fascists, who call themselves 
the Lapua, sent a message to 
cresident Pehr Svinhufd this morn 
ing demanding that the cabinet re- 
sign and that a new one be chosen 


whose members would pledge them- 


selves to destroy Communism. 

The President’s action was his 
answer to the ultimatum by the 
Lapua, demanding that Marxism 
and Socialist members be eliminat- 
ed from the -Government under 
threat of overthrowing it. 


The emergency decree, which 
was broadcast thraughout Finland 
tonight, permits: Suppression of 
newspapers guilty of agitation; dis- 
solution of demonstrations: search 
of homes: examination of persons 
out of doors, and hindrance of 
armed individuals moving from 
place to place: all necessary steps 
to preserve order. 

The Fascists were reported or- 
ganizing yesterday at Mantsala, 35 
miles from Helsingfors.

_ Invalidity of Indictments. 

“There have been many § in- 
stances, some recently in the Su- 
preme Court of the District of Co- 
lumbia, where indictments, _re- 
turned after long and expensive 
hearings, have been invalidated by 
the discovery of the presence on 
the grand jury of a single ineligible 
jurer. By law applicable to the 
United States. district courts, in- 
cluding the Supreme Court of the 
District of Columbia, it should be 
provided that if not less than 12 
eligible grand jurors vote for an 
indictment it shall not be invali- 
dated because of the presertce of 
ineligible jurors.

History of Fascist Group Which Is 
Fighting Communism. 

The Lapua, or Lappo—answer of 
,the peasants of Southern Finland 
to communism—has sprung up in 
‘the last two years. As early as 
July, 1930, the group had become 
so powerful as to gain a presiden- 
tial review of a parade in the cap- 
itd. 

In the same year 400 Lapua 
obeyed an order to surrender to 
the authorities on charges of kid- 
naping. The order came from 
their leader, whose name is not 
divulged. Baron E. von Born at 
that time stated he. hoped for 
leniency because of the “patriotic 
motives” which actuated the of- 
fenders.

SHANGHAI, Feb. 29.—The Chi- 
nese have decided to erect a mon- 
ument for Robert Short, American 
who was shot down and killed in 
an aerial battle with Japanese 
planzs. last week. It*has not, how- 
ever, been decided whether the me- 
morial will be in the form of a 
shrine or cenotaph. 

The aviator’s mother, in Taco-

Yat-sen, widow; of China’s first 
President, . suffered a nervous 
breakdown today, brought on, her 
doctors said, by overwork. 

She, with hundreds of other Chi- 
nese women, has been doing her 
bit in relief, caring for the wounded 
and in many other ways sharing 
the tremendous labor which has 
fallen on everyone in Shanghai. 

Thirty-three temporary hospitals 
have been organized this month by 
the Chinese Red Cross and to date 
the patients number nearly 4000, 
most. of them wounded soldiers. 

The hospitals have been estab- 
lished in all available buildings and 
even in the homes of some of the 
wealthiest: Chinese citizens. The 
work is under direction of Dr. R. 8. 
Lyman, formerly of Hartford, Conn.

~ BY NIGHT WATCHMAN 


WV. L. Akers Wounded ‘by’ Fac- 
tory Guard When He and 
Companion Put Up Fight. 


William Lee Akers, 27-year-old 
former convict, was shot in the 
neck and seriously wounded at 6 
o'clock last night when he at- 
tempted to escape from Clark

Hutchinson, who is licensed to 
carry a revolver, told police he saw 
Akers and the second man, who

After he .had ordered the men 
out o.° the machine, Hutchinson 
said he noticed that window glasses 
and a glass panel over the ignitiph 
had been broken.

A Prince Follows 
n Father’s Steps

| Girolamo Rospigliosi Elopes Into a Wealthy American Family and 
~ Creates a Sensation Just as His Father Did Many Years Ago 
When He Met a Charming Divorcee in This Country. 


HEN Prince Giuseppe Ros- 
pigliosi, member of a branch 
of the Italian nobility that 
dates back 600 years, married Mrs. 
Marie Jennings Reid Parkhurst, an 
American divorcee, back in 1901, 
there was a tremendous turmoil in 
his family, which cost him a large 
share of the ancestral estates and 
of his prestige. When his son, 
Prince Girolamo Rospigliosi, mar- 
ried Miss Marian A. Snowden, Min- 
neapolis heiress, there also was 
turmoil, this time on the part of 
the bride’s mother, Mrs. Walter 
Snowden Davidson, which nearly 
caused the girl to lose her inher- 
itance. 

However, as his parents refused 
to be dismayed by the ostracism of 
the Italian nobility and fought for 
three years to obtain a share of 
the Rospigliosi ancestral estates, so 
Prince Girolamo and his bride ap- 
pear to have overcome the efforts 


to break up their love match, and 
are planning a return to the. an- 
cestral home in Italy, where the 
former Marian Snowden will be the 
Princess Rospigliosi. What if the 
bride’s mother is said to have ap- 
pealed to the Italian religious and 
civil authorities to have the mar- 
riage in that country set aside; 
the Prince and Princess were addi- 
tionally married in this country, to 
circumvent any attack on the le- 
gality of the first marriage, and 
Marian has a trust fund set aside 
by her father, the late James H. 
Snowden, to care for any financial 
emergencies. 

The Prince met Miss Snowden at 
Cannes, while she was visiting in 
Europe with her mother and sis- 
ter. It was a very short courtship; 
soon after the meeting the Prince 
and the Amcrican debutante eloped 
to his country place outside of 
Rome, and were married, late in 
November. The ceremony was per- 
formed in the village church. 


MMEDIATELY following their 

marriage the young couple spent 

a honeymoon in Northern Eu- 
rope, and then sailed for the Unit- 
ed States. In the meantime reports 
were published’ that the mother of 
the bride was seeking to have the 
Italian marriage annulled, and to 
have the Prince barred from the 
United States on their arrival. 
Whether the reports were true or 
not, when the liner Vulcania put 
into port at New York, they were 
both permitted to land by immigra- 
tion authorities, on Jan. 23. 

They visited for a few weeks in 
this country, and then it was an- 
nounced that Feb. 10 they were 
again married, as a safeguard 
against possible legal proceedings, 
in New York. The ceremony was 
performed by Supreme Court Jus- 
tice Peter A. Hatting, an hour after 
they had obtained a license, The 
Prince gave his age as 24 years,

and the Princess said she was 19 
years old. 

Despite the step taken to ham- 
per possible efforts to break up 
the match, Princess Rospigliosi de- 
nied that her_mother had made 
any effort to terminate her mar- 
riage, but did admit that Mrs. 
Davidson had ,opposed it when it 
occurred. She also denied that 
there were any debts hanging over 
the Prince in Italy, to which 
country she said they intend to 
return at an early date. One of 
the objections to the marriage is 
said to have been the Prince’s debt, 
for which, under Italian law, the 
Princess could be held liable. 

It is probable, however, that 
while the former Marian Snowden 
ranks as a Princess and as an 
Italian citizen of Italy, she will 
never be accorded full. status in the 
nobility, nor accepted fully as a 
member of the Rospigliosi family, 
for the dissension aroused by the 
marriage of the Prince’s parents 
has never entirely subsided, and 
his mother, though the wife of the

RINCE GIROLAMO’'S mother 
P was noted as a beauty in New 

Orleans some 35 years ago, and 
was socially prominent in that city 
and in,.Washington. While visiting 
in the national capital she met and 
married Col, Frederick Parkhurst, 
aide-de-camp on the staff of the 
Governor of Maine, and a member 
of the Legislature of that State. 

The marriage lasted only a few 
years, until the Colonel was granted 
a divorce. Mrs, Parkhurst con- 
tinued to make her home at Bar 
Harbor, Me., and it was there she 
met Prince Giuseppe Rospigliosi, 
who was in this country for his 
health. 

Giuseppe was nearly 50 years old 
at the time, and a bachelor. Al- 
though the eldest son of the Ros- 
pigiiosi line, it was his brother, 
Camillo, who headed the house be. 
cause Of his marriage into the no- 
bility. Giuseppe’s only hope to 
displace his brother was to marry 
also into the nobility. But instead, 
he fell in love with Mrs. Parkhurst, 
and married her. 

The marriage was a severe shock 
to his family. For not only was 
his wife not of the nobility, she 
was a divorcee, and the marriage 
was civil, although the Kospigliosi 
family was Catholte. The marriage, 
in the eyes of the family, was non- 
existent, and the new Princess 
could not be accepted. 

Neither she nor the Prince were 
willing to accept that ultimatum, 
Both tried every means to recon- 
cile the famjly and the church to 
the legality of the marriage, one 
argument being that the Princess 
had been free to remarry because 
her former husband had not been 


baptised. 

N was general, The Tribunal of

peals to the Vatican, as well as en- 
listing the aid of the civil authori- 
ties of Rome. Camillo was deter- 
mined te keep the inheritance of 
titles and estates in his line. His 
son, Prince Giambattista, who had 
married Miss Ethel Bronson of 
New York, but in accordance with 
family traditions, was scheduled to 
succeed as family head, so he also 
fought recognition of the Princess 
Marie, 

The ultimate outcome was that 
the ruling against the legality of 
the marriage remained in force, al- 
though, after three years of fight- 
ing, Prince Giuseppe did obtain a 
share of his fdther’s estates. But 
his family definitely ostracised his 
wife, and Giuseppe lost his stand- 
ing with the nobility. NevertHeless 
the couple seemed to be happy, and 
perhaps it was their situation that 
bred in Prince Girolamo his defi- 
ance of opposition,

jects that are feared usually may 
be avoided whereas the subjective 
fear is commonly ever present. 

Experience has taught us that 
objective fears are in most cases 
the result of experience, at first 
hand or through suggestion. 

If a playful dog should rush at @ 
child, barking loudly and perhaps 
throwing it down, the experience 
might bé sufficiently startling to 
create in the child a fear of dogs. 

On the other hand, the _ child 
may have had no actual experience 
with the animal, but an over-cau- 
tious parent may have cringed and 
drawn the child aside every time @ 
dog was encountered and a fear 
of the animal wags thus. engendered 
by suggestion. 

The origin of subjective fears is 
involved. Not a fow of them, par- 
ticularly in children, are products 
of unbridled imagination, of inade- 
quate understanding, and of a com- 
bination of circumstances. 

Parents inclined to look on the 
dark side of all possibilities are 
quite likely to induce a state of 
gnxiety in their children. 

When such parents enter a rail- 
way train they are painfully aware 
ot the possibility of a wreck, with- 
out reflecting on the rarity of such 
accidents, Should they travel] on @ 
beat they fear drowning.
